* SACRAMENTO, Calif., Dec. 22 (AP) 
— A Federal court today stripped 
United States .citizenship from a former 
Nazi SS captain who served as an ad- 
•riser to Adolf Eichmann, tut the court 
allowed him to stay In the United States 
cause he suffers from an Incurable 
“progressive ncuro logical condition." 

District Judge Milton Schwartz or- 
dered Otto von Bobchwing, 72 years old; 
to surrender his naturalization papers, 
ruling that he lied to the authorities 
when he obtained citizenship in 1959 in
